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Meters Solve No Problem 


In their contention that parking meters 
fail to solve the downtown parking problem 
arid that off-street parking lots should be 
provided by the city, the directors of the 
Alberta Motor Association are eminently 
sound. 


When these devices were first proposed. 
gome two years ago, The Edmonton Bulle- 
tin took the stand that as producers of 
fevenue the meters might be excellent, 
but as an attempt to minimize parking 
congestion they were utterly useless 

We have seen no reason to change that 
opinion. And now the demand of the Al- 
berta Motor Association, based on experi- 
ence and observation, completely confirms 
it. 

As the directors point out, cars are run 
into metered spaces every morning and 
employees are sent out to deposit coins 
Wilenever the violation disk is about to 
appear. 

This means that instead of giving 
everybody a fair break on parking facili- 
ties, the city is merely renting out the 
King’s highway as private parking facili- 
ties to those who are fortunate enough to 
grab off a space sufficiently early in the 
morning. 


EDITORIAL PAGE OF THE 


Before the days of meters, traffic con- 
stables drifted around to make people 
move their cars when they had exceeded 
their time limit. Today these same con- 
stables drift around in the same way, not 
to move the cars, but to see that the city 
is getting its allotted nickels, 

They have been transformed from traf- 
fic officers to tax collectors. 

Parking meters do not increase avail- 
able parking space by one foot. On the 
contrary, since the meter system is 4 
rental system and encourages rather than 
prohibits all-day parking, these meters de- 
crease available parking space 

The only possible solution is the provi- 
sion of off-street space. 

The parking facilities offered by the 
Miracle Mile project is one of the factors 
that make that proposal so intensely 
valuable 

But while the city centre will alleviate 
the parking problem it will not completely 
solve it 

There is still need for accommodation 
for literally thousands of cars, And the 
Alberta Motor Association performs a 
public service in demanding that the city 
change its parking policy to secure that 
accommodation. 


Preserving Historical Landmarks 


There is good sound sense in the con 
tention of Dan E. C. Carnpbell, director of 
the provincial government travel bureau, 
that historical sites in Alberta should be 
marked by something more than a grace- 
ful pile of stones ornamented with a de- 
scriptive plaque 

Mr. Campbell makes this criticism from 
the tourist standpoint. He feels that more 
graphic marking of these sites would con- 
tribute to the interest this country would 
excite in visitors. 

He is eminently right 

But the value of dramatizing historical 
spots extends far beyond the tourist 
traffic. 

It reaches right down into the heart ol 
citizenship. 

Young people value their own part o! 
the country insofar as it applies to them 
in color and interest. Dramatization of tne 
historical aspect is the best way 
to supply tha and interest

As an instance of what he means, M: 
Campbell points out that a Stone cairn im 
Elk island Park does not begin to express 
the historical richness of that place. He 
would like to see an inspiring statue of the 
Indian chase and the white man’s hunt- 
ing 

This point of view has been well car- 
ried out in some parts of the Hast 

For example, in a downtown park in 
Brantford, Ontario, the heart of the Six 
Nation country, there are several groups 
of exquisite bronze statuary depicting the 
actual history of the region and the actual 
historical figures who participated in that 
history 

The Brantford child grows up with a 
vivid idea of these things. And his city 
takes on added color and interest. 


This is the sort of thing that should 
be set up all through the West. And M1 
Campbell does well to emphasize the need 
lor it

GIMLI Man.—Ordinarily I 
guess, Gimli is a pretty quiet 
piace Its an melegant little

Seventy-Five 
Years Ago 

Seventy-five years ago this 


week a party of 85 families, who 
had drifted down the Red Rive 
from Fort Garry in crude house 
boats, landed here on the lak 
shore. They were Icelanders, an 
ocean and half a continent fron 
home. They called the place 
Gimli, which in their language 
means “paradise 

These people were only a yea 
away from their native hana 
They had settied origimally u 
the Ontario Muskoka distric 
where “the men worked for as 
little as 10 cents a day on farms 
and life in general was grim 

Two of the colonists were ap 
pointed to scout for a new home 
in the west. The men went firs 
to the Red River Valley and 


found it swarming with grasshop 


pers Then, northward beside 
the lake, they found their prom 
ised land

“Please clear up a misunderstand- 
frig for me,” asks a Milwaukee cor- 
respondent.

“I claimed that the pack was 
frozen to them until their side had 
melded. For this reason, I said, the 
opponent could not take the dis- 
card pile to make his initial meld 

“Am I right? If I am, why cover 
a wild cara or a red three when 
you turn up such a card as the 
dealer? Since the pack is already 
frozen, what is the point of causing 
any special fuss over a wild card 
or a red three?” 

The pack is not ordinarily frozen 
at the beginning of the hand. You 
are allowed to take the discard 
pile when you make your initial 
meld. When you take the discard 
pile on the same turn in which you 
make your initial meld, you must 
put down a pair of neutral cards 


that match the previous discard 
For that reason, is is sometimes 
gaid that the pack is frozen to you 
until you have made your initial 
meld 

However, once your side has 
made the initial meld it is possible 
for either player or your partner- 


ship to take the discard pile with 
one matching card and one wild 
card. This may be done at some 
turn of play following the turn on 
which the initial meld was made 
When the deck is really frozen 
(either by the dealer or by the 
discard of a wild card by some 
player) the deck stays frozen until 
it is picked up. It does not become 
unfrozen merely because your side 
makes an initial meld. 
suppose the dealer 
thus freezing 


For example 
turns up a red three 


the pack. Then suppose you meld 
three aces from your hand. The 
deck is still frozen. Your partner 
is not allowed to take the discard 
pile with one matching card and 
one wild card. He must still have 
two matching cards that match the 
previous discard 

If the deck had not been frozen 
the situation would be quite dilf- 
ferent. When you put down your 


three aces, your partner would be 
able to take the discard pile there- 
after with one matching card and 
one wild card

Q—If you pick up a discard pile 
that consists of more than one 
card, are-you allowed to go out? 

A~—Yes. You are allowed to 
take the discard pile and meld out 
on the same play. As a matter of 


fact even if you take a discard 
pile that consists of only one card, 
you are allowed to meld out on 
that play. The only exception is 
that you are not allowed to take 
a discard pile that consists of only 
one card when your hand also 
consists of only one card

Within a week Canadian silver and silverplate prod- 
ucts will jump at least ten per cent in price. And following 
that ... there’s much ado about the re-imposed luxury 
tax affair... to be or not to be....

"Though the silver will shoot higher soon, Canada 
prices have remained fairly firm in spite of U.S. 
fluctuations. 

Part of this is due to the inevitably important 
law of supply and demand . . . part is due to the 
watchful eyes of Ottawa ... part is due to the 
already too-high prices.

Seems a downright shame to be thrust back into an 
era of rationing, restrictions, doing-without ... before 
we're decently out of the last one.

Text of the brief follows 

What has organized labor as rep- 
fesented by local unions affiliated 
with the Edmonton Trades and 
Labor Council got to Say about the 
Detwiler Project? 


It would occupy too much space 
to tell in detail what union men 
think about it, but very definitely 
the majority of them are whole- 
heartedly in favor of it, and find it 
difficult to understand why certain 
interests are opposing it so stren- 
uously, 


CITY PARADOX 


And yet, knowing Edmonton, it is 
not hard to unders Edmonton 
is a paradox, and always has been 
ever since she was born. Old-timers 
well remember that when some 
scheme was mooted for the benefit 
of the town, opposition would im- 
mediately develop, and many times 
the deal fell through 

Go back to the days of the ferry 
to the days of the Low Level 
Bridge, all of them dreamed of in 
horse and buggy days 

What struggles our city fathers 
went through to convince the citi 
zens that they were necessary to 
take care of even immediate needs 

Did any of the powers in office in 
thos early days visualize conditions 
farther ahead than five or ten 
years? No. definitely not. Edmon 
ton “the fastest growing city on the 
north American continent, still lives 
in the past. Plans should be laid 
not for a few years only, but for 
several decades 

Along comes Mr. Detwiler and 
his Associates with a scheme, the 
Press refer to it as the Miracle 
Mile 

“Well, what's in a name—a rose, 
by any other name, would smell 
as sweet!’ 


A promotion scheme,” say the 
opposition, Of course its a promo 
tion scheme, but the word is not 
used in a derogatory sense Is 
there anyone so gullible in this cits 
who would regard it as anything 
else but? 

AGREEMENT DRAWN 

Nevertheless, it is not to be ex 
pected that the group which Mr 
Detwiler represents is prep d to 
invest millions of dollars without 
a quid pro quo, And so, the agree- 
ment has been drafted; both parties 
to it expect to reap benefits. The 
capitalists—a reasonable interest on 
their investment, and the citizens a 
similar return for their perspicacity 
in okaying the proposition 

Remember the hullabaloo that 
raised for and against the remova 
of the pigeons around the Post 
Office and McLeod building? 

Now comes the Miracle Mile, 
and immediately groups of citi- 
zens square off for and against 
it in the customary Edmonton 
manner. That was only to be ex- 
pected, the Edmonton tradition 
must be maintained! 


So much for the preamble—what 
of the scheme itself? It would seem 
quite unnecessary to discuss it, for
